QUEEN'S PORTRALT IS UNVEILED.

Royal Natal Day Ouserved In Port
Tampn with Enthusiasm.

FORT TAMPA, Fla.. May 24 —The great-
est day in the history of Port Tampa, that
of the celebration of Queen Victoria's 80th
birthday, opened bright and warm. Al sun-
rise salutes were fired from the British and
American war vessels lying in the harbor
and from then on events crowded raplily
upon each other, The shipping in the har-
bor was gay with Its dressing of flags and
ponnants and throughout the town wns &
liberal display of fags, bunting and floral
decorations. British and Amerioan Nngs
were flogted from every polnt of vantage and
pmong them were many German flags, The
most striking feature of the decorations wWas
& triumphsl arch displaying the British lion
and the Amerlean eagle.

Two bundred marines from the Tnirepld
and the Pearl, the two British crulsers sent
to take part In the celebratlon, arrived at 8
o'clock In the morning, and were escorted
up to the dock by the Fort Tampa division
of the Florida naval reserves, the English-
men playing the American national alre and
the Americans responding with the Britigh
anthems, Arms were presented as  they
passed through the arch, the shipping io the
harbor rent the alr with its steam whistles
and gongs and the spectators cheered them-
selves hoarse.

The most dramatic incldent of the day
was ihe unveillng of a large portrait of
Queen Victorla. The portralt, draped in the
flags of the two couniries, stood upon n
small baleeny of the inn, and before it stood
a orowd of expectant watchers, At nood

climbed up the tribune In the Preabyterian |

this alternoon and e¢x-
tracted from a worn little pocketbook a
draft for $1,000 on e Chemical Natlonal
bank of New York. Rents were terribly
low, he sald, and money wns hard to get,
but for the Freedmen's cause he would glve
that draft, provided all etood by thelr
pledges and promises, and the more than
$40,000 promised was actually dellvered.

Dr. Charles Herr presented the amend-
ment report of the Fresdmen's committee
as to lyndh law In the south.

dreadful manifestations and we bellfeve It 18
nn hour for our church to pledge ltself
afresh In sncriflee and service to the re-
demption of the negro from his sufferings
and his sina.

Nobody lnd any fault to find with these
words,

“I want to ask a question,” said Dr.
Goorge W, I'. Birch, the “Heresy Hunter,"
while Judge Willson was talking about the
work of the Publication and Sabbath School
boards. Dr. Rirch sald he had seen in &
publishing bouse the other day a book
which declared "Danlel is countersigned by
our Lord Jesus Christ to be a fable.” Dr,
Bireh wanted no such books from the board.
Judge Willson assured him that he would
not get any.

Profits of Publishing Board,

This board had the right of way this aft-
ernoon, Rev, Dr. Meldrum of St. Paul,
chalrman of the standing commlittee on the
board’s affalrs, made a highly eulogistic re-
port, In which he called attention to many
statistica previously given in the board's
roport. Durlng the year books to a value

of the year Ia 124, Rellglous vislts during
the year numbered 80,938, averaglng over
700 vieits (o each worker.

Reference was alao made to the nactive
preparations to advance the work in Cuba
and the new Amerioan possessions In Porto
Rico and the Phillppines. The total receipts
of the year were $60,888.95 and the dls-
bursements were $86 465,69, thus absorbing
a balance of $4,888 from ‘he previous year,
and $2,000 borrowed, Goods, clothing and
supplies were sent to mirslonaries during
the year valued at $10,173.45.

Mrs. R, D. MacArthur of New York pre-
sented the report of the executive board of
the Women's Home Misslon soclety, The
report took a hopeful view of the fiold and
suggested that not less than 76,000 be
ralsed for the work In the comlng year.

R, C. Fer-
guson. The reports of the hoards of church
extenslon and home misslons were presented.

The board has not becn able to render-ald
to all congregations which thelr conditfon
geemed to require. The recelpts in the early
part of the year were small and the un-
| cortalnty as to the fulure required the re-
striction of the grants to the emallest pos-
slble amount and In some instances the
refusal of ald, The appropriations for the
year were $33,200 by donation and $2,050 by
loan, making a total of $36,150. The loans
are made by the committee on finance. All
investments during the last year have been
on property In Pittaburg and vicinity, The
rate of Interest is steadily declining In all
parts of the country, so that the [ncome
ifrom investments is less than formerly. The
indebtedness to the permanent fund has been
| pald except $1,837.66, which has been set
apart for Investment.

The total recelpts for the year from all
‘sources, Including the balance on hand May
1, 1808, were $84,6535.83, and the total dle-
bursements $67,081,26, leaving & balance May
(1, 1840, of $16,604.67, of which $13,667.66 be-
|lt-ngs to the permanent fund, leaving a bal-
ance for new work of $2,936.01,
| Of the 602 congregations In Americn only
!703 report themselves as contributing to
church extension work. The general as-
| sembly 15 asked to consider this subject and
| take such action as may appear wise.

The outlock for the coming year Is that
the demand for ald will be very much greater
than in the past. The general assembly e
therefore asked to appropriate for this work
ut lenst $50,000.
